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BRITTEN WINS FIGHT 
FOR HEARING ON NAVY 


Congressman Forces Start 
Of Probe Into Navy 
Conditions 


WILL CALL SEC. WILBUR 


GAIN, on December 30, the House Com- 

mittee on Naval Affairs passed a reso- 
lution asking the Secretary of Navy to 
appear before it at a public hearing and 
make a statement as to whether the Navy 
is now being maintained at the strength 
authorized by the Washington Arms Con- 
ference Treaty. This action was taken af- 
ter a stormy session in which the members 
of the committee intimated that Chairman 
tutler had not carried out the instructions 
given him at a previous meeting. 

Mr. Britten argued that the country was 
entitled to know the truth about the Navy. 
Ile thought, perhaps, the term “investiga- 
tion” was too harsh, as it might indicate 
that there was something in the condition 
of the Navy for which its personnel was 
responsible. He argued that the question 
as to whether the Navy was being main- 
tained at the 5-5-3 ratio had been raised, 
and that Congress owed it to the country 
to look into the condition of the Navy to 
determine whether there was any founda- 
tion for the charges. If the Navy was at 
Treaty strength, the Secretary and Con- 
gress had nothing to fear. 


SUPPORT MR. BRITTEN. 


Mr. Britten was supported in his demand 
that the Secretary of Navy should appear 
before the committee by Representatives 
A. Piatt Andrews of Massachusetts, and 
Jemes V. McClintic, Democrat of Okla- 
homa. Chairman Butler, when pressed 
for explanation as to why the Secretary 
had not appeared at that meeting, declared 
that he was responsible for the failure of 
the head of Navy Department to be pres- 
ent. To bring the discusston to a close, 
Chairman Butler proposed a resolution un- 
der which the Secretary is to appear before 
the committee January 8, which was 
adopted. 

At the department, later, Secretary Wil- 
bur declared that he had not been advised 
that he was expected to appear before 
Military Committee at the meeting. He 
expressed willingness to go before the com- 
mittee on January 8, or at any other time. 
The Administration leaders, it is alleged, 
have not given up the idea of suppressing 
a general discussion in open hearing on 
the condition of the Navy. It is known 
that the President especially desires avoid- 
ing any general discussion before the com- 
mittee on the question of elevation of the 
gens of battleships. That is the objective 
of Mr. Britten and the other advocates of 
National Defense. 

After Mr. Britten had won in his con- 
tention for a hearing by the Secretary of 
Navy and the officers on duty at the de- 
partment, he insisted on bringing up a 
resolution (H. Res. 387) under which the 
Secretary of State is requested to submit 
to the Naval Affairs Committee any pro- 
test or any communications that have been 
made by other naval powers against the 
tlevation of the guns of the American bat- 
tleships. If the Secretary of State does 
hot claim that it is contrary to public 
policy, the attitude of Great Britain to- 
ward the elevation of the guns of the 
American ships to give them a range equal 
to the British Navy will be known. 


ARMY APPROPRIATIONS REPORT 
SHOWS CUT OF OVER $5,000,000 





S reported to the House on January 2, 

the War Department appropriation bill 
carries a decrease in the allowance for 
military activities of $5,603.773.67 when 
compared with the appropriation for the 
fiscal year of 1925. This is a slash in 
even the budget estimate under the head 
of military activities of $467,316.00. The 
total appropriations for 1925 were $263,- 


921.731.67. 

The budget estimates for 1926 were 
$258.785.274.00. while the amount in the 
bill is $258,317.958.00. The total, under 
the War Department, including non-mili- 
tary activities and the Panama Canal, ap- 
propriated last year was $337,683,273.67 ; 
the budget estimates for 1926 were $331,- 
401,930.00, the amount recommended in 
the bill $331.131.114.00, making a _ total 
decrease, as compared with last year’s ap- 
propriation, of $6,552,159.67, and, as com- 
pared with the budget, $270,016.00. ‘ 

Not all of the decrease in the amount 
recommended in the bill under the head 
of military activities comes from the Army. 
For some reason the committee and the 
Director of the Budget included $3,600,- 
000.00 carried in the second deficiency act 
for the administration expenses of the 
Adjutant General’s office in connection 
with the World War adjusted compensation 
act under the head of military activities. 
This item is not included in the bill and, 
therefore, the reduction for the Army is a 
little over $2,000,000. But, coming on top 
of the drastic reductions that were made 
in the War Department and in the di- 
rectory budget. this reduction of $2,000.- 
000 creates quite a serious situation in the 
Army. As the report states: 

“The remainder of the reduction is due 
principally to decreases in the items for 
pay and mileage of the Army. contract 
audit work, trausportation, incidental ex- 
penses, purchase of horses, construction of 
military posts and coast defenses, which, 
with offsetting increases in regular supplies. 
clothing and equipage, maintenance of 
buildings and grounds at. military posts 
and arsenals, air service, construction of 
mess halls at the Military Academy and 
other items. resulting in a net decrease in 
the anpropriation for military activities of 
$5,603,773.67.” 


TRANSPORTATION REDUCTION 


The reduction is in the amount for 
transportation of the Army will be the 
most serious blow to the Regular Estab- 
lishment, as there is already a _ shortage 
in this allowance. The enlisted personnel 
is kept at about the same strength as it 
is at present. 

The committee makes a pretense at pro- 
viding ample funds for the National Guard 
by recommending the full amount of the 
budget estimates and a reappropriation of 
of $1,500,000.00 from the unexpended bal- 
ances of the 1914 appropriation. 

The Organized Reserves, under the bill 
as reported, will be called upon to reduce 
the number of officers who are on active 
duty more than 15 days with the War De- 
partment General Staff, as instructors at 
the training camps and as students at the 
Service schools. 

The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
secures the same appropriations as_ last 
year under the bill. which will result in 
the contraction of this important military 
activity, due to the decreasing of surplus 
stocks which will increase the cost per 
student maintained in the corps. ‘The 
same treatment is given the Citizens’ Mil- 
itary Training Camp, as, under the bill, 
there will be a reduction of at least 5000 
students trained next summer as compared 
with the last. 

Referring to the bill as it effects the 








strength of the Regular Army, Chair- 
man Anthony of the War Department sub- 
committee says: 

“The budget estimates and the pending 
bill are based on an Army of the same 
size as that provided in appropriations for 
the current year, that is, a maximum of 
12,000 commissioned officers and 125,000 
enlisted men, exclusive of approximately 
8000 Philippine Scouts. 

“The number of commissioned officers 
on the active list is now approximately 
11,800 and the graduation of the present 
first class from the Military Academy will 
bring this number practieally up to the 
maximum of 12,000 allowed by existing 
law. The number of enlisted men in the 
Army, exclusive of 7105 Philippine Scouts, 
was approximately 118,750 on October 31, 
1924, the latest date for which official 
figures are available.” 


NO OFFICER INCREASE 


Chairman Anthony responds to the Sec- 
retary of War’s recommendation for an 
increase for the number of officers for the 
Regular Army by recommending an _ in- 
crease in the appropriations for retired 
officers on active duty. On this subject he 
has to say: 

“An inerease is recommended in the 
amount for pay of retired officers on active 
duty from the figures of $125,000 recom- 
mended in the budget to $214,470, the same 
as appropriated for the current year. This 
appropriation is used to pay the dif- 
ference between active and retired pay to 
retired officers placed on active duty. Since 
the officer receives his retired pay in any 
event, the additional cost to the Govern- 
ment of securing his services is between 
50 and 75 per cent less than the cost of 
a new officer. 

The economy in this method is apparent 
and, having in mind the often-expressed 
opinion of the War Department that more 
commissioned officers are needed, the com- 
mittee believes that this method should 
be followed to the extent that it is pos- 
sible to use retired officers upon duties 
for which they are qualified. Existing 
law (sec. 40b of the national defense act) 
prohibits the detail of officers from the 
active list to recruiting duty or to duty 
at schools or colleges (other than Service 
schools) when officers on the retired list 
can be secured who are competent for 
such duty.” 

In reducing the appropriation for mile- 
age of officers, Chairman Anthony explains 
that a limitation is proposed under which 
the officers traveling by Government-owned 
transport shall be entitled only to actual 
expenses instead of mileage, at so much 
per mile. 

A similar limitation was carried in the 
naval appropriation bill, which is now 
pending in the Senate committee. This 
is only one of the many efforts, it is said, of 
the appropriation committee to reduce the 
allowances of Army and Navy officers. 

The provision by which the overhead ex- 
penses are charged to quartermaster stores 
is again carried by the bill. For _ sub- 
sistence under the Quartermaster Corps, 
the bill carries the budget estimates of $12, 

In the defense of the drastic cut in the 
appropriation for Army transportation, 
Chairman Anthony says: 

“A reduction of $1,384,192 under the 
1925 appropriation is proposed in the item 
for Army transportation, in accordance 
with the budget recommendation. This 
reduction will be met by reducing troop 
movements and travel of individuals, by 
a curtailment in water transportation and 
a restricted use of motor vehicles. A new

Secretary Weeks ‘Announces

FIVE GENERALS RETIRING 


ey announcing that there would be no 

permanent assignment of a commander 
to the 4th Corps Area with the headquarters 
at Atlanta, the Secretary gave as his rea- 
son the general shake-up that will take 
place during the year of 1925 as the result 
of the retirement of five major generals, 
four of whom are Corps Area commanders. 
The only vacancy for which the Secretary 
has selected a commander dis the 5th 
Corps Area at Columbus, Ohio. Mpj. 
Gen. Robert L. Howze, now. at Fort Bliss, 
is to be given this assignment. Incidentally, 
it was announced that General Howze had 
declined to accept the command of the 
4th Corps Area. Brig. Gen. Albert J. Bow- 
ley, who is now acting commander of the 
4th Corps Area during the absence of Maj. 
General Shanks, previous to the latter’s 
retirement, will continue as commander of 
that corps area. 

The retirements that will take place in 
1995 are those of Maj. Gen. Homer Bundy, 
commander of the 6th Corps Area, who will 
retire on June 17: Maj. Gen. Harry C. 
Hale, commander of the 6th Corps Area at 
Chicago, on July 10; Maj. Gen. Samuel 
D. Sturgis, commander 3d Corps Area, 
Baltimore, August 1; Maj. Gen. Geo. B. 
Duncan, 7th Corps Area, Omaha, on 
tober 10; Maj. Gen. W. H. Johnston, com- 
mander of 3d division, on October 19. 

With these prospective retirements and 


‘those that might retire during the year, the 


Secretary has decided not to make any 
assignments until the general shift takes 
place. 

Besides these retirements, the followin 
officers will retire for age in 1925: May.

SIX NAVY OFFICERS TO 
BE RETIRED FOR AGE 


DURING the year 1925 three rear ad- 
mirals, two captains and one lieutenant 
will be automatically placed on the reti 
list of the Navy. due to their reaching the 
statutory retirement age of 64 years. 

They are, with their retirement dates, 
indicated as follows: Rear Admiral Henry 
B. Wilson, February 23; Rear Admiral 
Joseph Strauss, November 16; Rear Ad- 
miral Chafles W. Dyson, December 2; 
Capt. Francis W. F. Wiever (M.C), April 
5: Capt. Thomas A. Berryhill (M.C.), Oc- 
tober 26, and Lt. Thomas M. Johnson, 
September 20.

NEW BRIGADIER GENERAL 


OL. JAMES T. GLENNAN, command- 
ing Walter Reed Hospital. will be 
recommended by Secretary of War Weeks 
for promotion to grade of brigadier general, 
vice Brig. Gen. Robert E. Noble. effective 
February 9. Colonel Glennan will be made 
aealetant to the Surgeon General of the 
rmy. 
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item of $175,000 is allowed for purchase 
of light automobiles to replace those worn 
out in the Service. Subsequent to the 
war the major portion of the serviceable 
motor vehicles held by the Army other than 
those in current use were transferred to 
other departments of the Government in ac- 
cordance with the various laws directing 
such transfers, so that it is now necessary 
to replace some of the automobiles which 
have been used by the Army for the last 
six or eight years.” a 

In explaibing the appropriations for 
horses for the Army, Chairman Anthony 


says: ‘ 

An appropriation of $500,000.00 is 
recommended in the budget and in the bill 
for horses, for Cavalry, Artillery, Engi- 
neers, ete. This includes the psual appro- 
priation of $150,000.00 for the encourage- 
ment of the breeding of riding horses and 
$350,000.00 for the purchase of approxi- 
mately 2000 horses for the Army at large. 
This will only partially make up the 
shortage of animals from the allowances 
described in the reduced peace-time table 
of analysis.” 


INCREASE BUILDING FUND 


ChairmanAnthony indicates that he ap- 
preciates the housing situation in the Army 
by apologizing for the small increase of 
$650,000.00 recommended for the main- 
tenance and upkeep of ne —- 
and roads at military posts. n this he 
exceeds the budget estimates by $276,285. 

He calls attention to the provision_in 
the last Army bill by which the War De- 
artment is required to permit a compre- 
Conatve plan for necessary permanent con- 
struction for the Army. ’ 

Continuing, he says: “This program has 
been submitted and referred to the military 
affairs committee in the House. In view 
of this fact, the budget eliminated all items 
for permanent construction from the Army 
estimates of 1926, with the exception of 
the mess hall for the Military Academy. 
Appropriations were made last year for 
beginning work on barracks at Fort Ben- 
ning, Georgia, and on a store-house at 
Gatun, Panama Canal. It will be neces- 
sary for early action to be taken by Con- 
gress on the construction program referred 
to above if the stopping of work on these 
two projects is to be avoided.” 

Thus Chairman Anthony shifts the re- 
sponsibility of a failure to provide more 
adequate quarters for the Army to_ the 
shoulders of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. This part of his report sounds 
like some of the recommendations. from the 
War Department which Mr. Anthony has 
received for many years. 


AIR SERVICE EXPERIMENTS 


The War Department sub-committee and 
the House Appropriation Committee plunges 
into the midst of the Air Service contro- 
versy by attaching a provision to the bill 
which authorizes: 

“The use of $50,000 for the conduct of 
airplane bombing tests against obsolete ves- 
sels moving under their own power.” 

Referring to this, Chairman Anthony re- 
marks: “Previous tests of this nature have 
been held against anchored vessels, and the 
ability of an airplane to sink a battleship 
has been fully demonstrated. Bombing a 
moving vessel, however, presents a different 
problem, and the committee feels that ex- 
periments of this nature would be well 
worth while.” 

The committee makes a provision by 
which Cook Field, at Dayton, Ohio, can be 
moved to a new site and enlarged. From 
the text of the report, the committee has 
been conducting some negotiations with the 
citizens of Dayton with this end in view. 

In pointing to the appropriations that 
are carried for the Air Service by the bill, 
Chairman Anthony says: 

“For the Air Service the committee recom- 
mends the full amount asked in the bud- 
get, viz., a cash appropriation of $14.700,- 

and a contract authorization of S82,- 
150,000. Including the contract authoriza- 
tion, this is approximately $2,736,000 more 
than the appropriation for the current 
year. Of the total appropriation of $14.- 
700,000, the sum of $4,400,000 is to be 
used for the procurement of new airplanes; 
this amount, together with the contract 
authorization of $2,150,000, all of which is 
for new airplanes, gives a total for this 
purpose for 1926 of $6.550,000, which is 
approximately $2,900,000 more than was 
available for this purpose for the current 
year. This will provide for about 268 
new airplanes, the major portion of which 
will be training planes for use in training 
new officers and flying cadets. The de- 
partment is proceeding on the theory that 
the most important thing to the Air Service 
is the training of personnel and is there- 
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fore devoting a considerable part of its 
funds to the purchase of primary types of 
virplanes which can be used with safety for 
training purposes.” 


CUT A. A. GUN ESTIMATE 


The committee made a drastic cut in the 
estimate for anti-aircraft guns and ammuni- 
tion and for portable searchlights, but 
Chairman Anthony expresses the belief 
“that it has provided enough for all prac- 
tical purposes, in view of the doubtful ad- 
visability of expending large sums on de- 
finse against air attacks.” 

It also recommends the elimination of an 
item of $233,500 for the installation of a 
general communication net for the Island 
of Oahu. Chairman Anthony insists that 
evidence was not submitted to the com- 
mittee which convinced it that this im- 
provement is essential to the defenses of 
the Island. 

In general, on coast defenses, Chairman 
Anthony says. “The total of the budget 
estimates for items pertaining to seacoast 
defenses is $3,355,315, as compared with 
$3,637,950 for the current year. The 
total of the amount recommended by the 
cemmittee is $2,813,815. Most of the 
items cover routine maintenance, the prin- 
cipal exception being in the construction on 
the Pacifie Coast positions for a 14-inch 
railway gun, the continuation of construc- 
tion of a 16-inch battery in defense of the 
Panama Canal, continuing the construction 
of carriages for use in the 16-inch gun pro- 
gram and of the anti-aircraft guns for the 
Panama Canal and the production of am- 
munition for the Hawaiian Islands and 
Panama Canal.” 

In expressing the hope that the amount 
carried by the bill will permit the reten- 
tion of the National Guard at its present 
strength, and even allow some increase, 
Chairman Anthony says: 

“The committee recommends the full 
amount proposed in the budget for the 
National Guard and in addition proposes 
a reappropriation of $1.500.000 from the 
unexpended balances of the 1924 appropria- 
tion. While the amount proposed in the 
budget is only $37.056 less than the 1925 
appropriation, inereased costs of mainte- 
nance of the Guard, due to legislation in- 
creasing the pav and allowances, shortage 
in stocks of War Department equipment 
available for free issue, an increased at- 
tendance at camp and armory drills, would 
make it necessary to reduce the strength of 
the Guard from the present figure of about 
187.000 to approximately 173,500 if the 
funds for 1926 were kept at the budget 
figure. 

“The committee does not feel that this 
reduction should be made, particularly in 
view of the healthy growth of the Guard 
in the last year, and therefore recommends 
the reannronriation for the fiscal year 1926 
of _ $1,500,000 from the 1924 balances, 
which were not used on account of the 
lack of growth of the Guard in that year. 

“The growth of the National Guard in 
the last year has been gratifying, it having 
increased about 35.000 since February. 
1924, and it is hoped that the additional 
funds provided for 1926 will not only per- 
mit the retention of its present strength 
but will allow some increase. It is he- 
lieved that this will be possible if its 
growth is directed into the less expensive 
branches.” 


REDUCE RESERVE TRAINING 


In making the admission that there will 
be a reduction in the number of Reserve 
officers who will be able to take training 
and instruction next year, if the bill passes 
in the form reported, Chairman Anthony 
says: 

“The committee recommends the appro- 
priation of the full amount asked in the 
budget for Organized Reserves. viz., $3.- 
222.466. Thi samount is $57,666 less than 
the appropriation for the current year, but 
will permit the training of practically the 
same number of officers as is provided by 
the current appropriation, the only dif- 
ference being in the number of officers to 
be kept on duty for more than 15 days in 
which a reduction of 263 is made. The 
number to be trained for 15 davs under 
the appropriation carried in the bill is 14.- 
650, the same as for the current year, and 
the number to be kept on duty for more 
than 15 days with the War Department 
General Staff, as instructors at training 
camps, as students at Service schools, etc., 
is 352, as compared with 615 for the cur- 
rent year. The proposed appropriation also 


provides for the training of 770 enlisted 
reservists, as was done in the appropria- 
tion for this year. ; 

“The War Department is changing its 
method of training Reserve officers and 
instead of giving practically aH training 
to large numbers of officers assembled to- 
gether in camps is using more and more 
the method, and what seems to the commit- 
tee to be the most effective method, of as- 
signing these officers to duty with units of 
the Regular Army where they can receive 
practical training in the particular branch 
to which they belong.” 

Chairman Anthony gives notice to the 
colleges that the number of students enter- 
ing the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
must be reduced during the next fiscal year. 
He frankly admits that the budget esti- 
mates which are carried by the bill will 
not provide for the present strength. 


SMALLER BR. O. T. C. 


He said: “While the appropriation 
recommended for 1926 is the same as that 
for 1925, the increase cost per student, due 
to the depletion of surplus stock, will make 
it necessary to maintain a somewhat 
smaller enrollment during the next year and 
to eliminate training camps for basic 
students.” 

Admission that there will be a reduction 
of 500 students attending the citizens’ mili- 
tary camps next summer, as compared with 
last summer, is made by Chairman Anthony 
in discussing the amount carried by the bill 
which he reported. Even these figures are 
anestioned by the authorities in the War 
Department and the reduction may be 
greater than is estimated by Mr. Anthony. 


SLASH RIFLE FUNDS 


In explaining Why the appropriation 
for the National Board for the Promotion 
of Rifle Practice has been reduced, Chair- 
man Anthony said: 

“The appropriation for this board has 
been reduced by the budget to $67,060, 
as compared with the 1925 appropriation 
of $112.360, and the committee concurs in 
this reduction, which is made because of 
a decision to hold the national rifle match 
at Camp Perry every two years instead of 
annually, as has been the case in the last 
few vears. 

“The elimination of the match for the 
next year not only enables the reduction of 
this appropriation. but permits the reduc- 
tion of various other items in the bill by 
an aggregate of $340,000.” 

Among the decreases, as compared with 
the appropriations for the fiscal year of 
1925. carried by the bill, are for the office 
of the Secretary of War. $16.367: Fort 
Leavenworth school, $1000: military nost 
exchanges, $5040: salaries. Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, $45,092; Administration ex- 
penses, War Department, Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, adjusted compensation act, 
$3,600.000: pay of officers, $273.532; pay 
of enlisted men. $521,266; pay of persons 
on retired list, $14,509. Total reduction in 
the pay of the Army. $328,633. 

There is a reduction over last year’s 
appropriation of $200,000 in mileage and a 
total decrease of $835.273 under the finance 
department. The reduction in subsistence 
for the Army is $40,273, while there is an 
increase for regular sunplies of $197,887 
and for clothing and equinpage the increase 
is $1,553.217. Incidental expenses of the 
Army are cut $1.040,100, and Army trans- 
portation, $1,384,192. 

The reduction in the appropriation for 
horses for cavalry. artillery and engineers 
is $500,000: for military posts in the United 


States. $428.382: for military posts in 
Hawaiian Islands, $222.§ for military 
posts in Panama. $557.750. There is an 


increase under the head of barracks and 
quarters of $621.684.90, the total being 
brought up in the bill to $4,250,000. There 
is an increase of $167.900 for waters and 
sewers, and the sewerage system of Fort 
Monroe receives $16,886, or an increase of 


QUARTERMASTER ITEMS 


The total of the items for the Quarter- 
master’s Corps is cut $1,836,089.63. The 
increase for the Air Service of the Army 
over last vear is $1,434.571.20 There is a 
decrease. $207,676, in the appropriation for 
the Medical Department. Total Army items 
in the Corps of Engineers is uced $8380. 
The total reduction for the coast defenses 
of the United States under the Corps of 
Engineers is $72,895. There is a reduc- 
tion of $138,510 for the sea coast batteries 
of Panama. 


The total reduction of Army items under 
the Ordnance Department is $111,550, the 
largest of which is $75,000 for the re. 
pair of arsenals. The amount appropriateg 
for the chemical warfare service ig re. 
duced by $24,000. The appropriation fo, 
the Cavalry School at Fort Riley is reduceg

Transportation of equipment and _ snp- 
plies was reduced $65,000, or to $350,000, 
For expenses of enlisted men of the Regular 
Army, $500,000. or the same as appropri- 
ated last year, is made in the bill. Office 
rent for instructors of $3000 is eliminated 
from the Militia Bureau budget by the bill. 


LESS FOR ARMY DRILL 


The appropriation for Army drill pay 
carried by the bill is $9,990,000, or $210, 
000 less than that appropriated last year. 
There is a cut: of $306,337 in the total 
Army and equipping and training of the 
National Guard. he amount carried by 
the bill for this year is $26,616,905. The 
amount for arms, uniform and equipment 
for the National Guard is increased $269,- 
281, or to a total of $3,119,281. The net 
decrease in the appropriation for the Mili- 
tia Bureau amounts to $37,056. 

For the Organized Reserves, the pay and 
allowances carried by the bill is $2,300.466, 
a decrease of $100.000: for mileage, $390. 
000, a decrease of $7606; headquarters and 
camps, $450,000, an increase of $50,000. 
The total decrease for the Organized Re- 
serves, as compared with last year’s appro- 
priation, is $57,666, or a tota] for this ac 


For citizens’ military training, Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, $3,818,020, the 
same as last year. Military supplies and 
equipment for schools and colleges, $3000, a 
decrease of $2000: civilian military training 
camps. total $2,320,000. or a decrease of 
$13.820. The total carried bv the hill for 
citizens’ military training is $6,141,020, or 
a decrease as compared with last year’s 
appropriation of $15,820. 
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GENERAL STAFF SUGGESTS 
WORLD FLYER REWARDS 


ARRYING out the request of the Presi- 

dent and Secretary of War, the General 
Staff made the following recommendations 
to honor the six Army airmen who circled 
the globe: 

(1) Capt. Lowell H. Smith, world flight 
commandér, to be advanced 1000 files to- 
ward grade of major. This is estimated to 
be the equivalent of 13 years serivce. 

(2) Lts. Leigh Wade, Erik H. Nelson 
and Leslie P. Arnold to be advanced 5 
files toward captaincies. This is said to 
equal four years service. 

(3) Sergts. H. H. Ogden and John Hard- 
ing to be tendered commissions as second 
lieutenants in the regular establishment. 

(4) All participants to be authorized to 
accept decorations by foreign powers. They 
ean also retire from the Service at any 
time with rank, pay and allowances one 
grade higher than that held at the time of 
retirement.

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JOINT SERVICE PAY 
ACT HISTORY GIVEN 


Discrimination In Regard To 
Longevity Pay Shown 
By Review 


INJURES JUNIOR OFFICERS 


T is expected that the friends of the 

junior officers of the Army will become 
active at this session in an effort to se- 
cure an amendment to the Joint Service 
Pay Act, which deprives them of credit 
for services as enlisted men and as cadets. 
It is contended that the junior officers of 
the Army are entitled to this credit on 
account of World War service, if for no 
other reason. 


In urging the passage of some legislation 
which will remove what is claimed to be an 
unjust discrimination against junior offi- 
cers with World War service, a brief his- 
tory of the pay act, as it affects this class 
of officers, hag been submitted to the ARMY 
anp NAVY JOURNAL. It reads as follows: 

(1) For a great many years prior to 
1912, all service in the Army was counted 
towards longevity pay—i. e., commissioned 
service, enlisted service and service as 
cadet. 

(2) In 1912 (Army Appropriation Bill 
for F. ¥. 1913) a provision was inserted 
by Mr. Hay which prohibited the counting 
of cadet service for men entering the mili- 
tary academy thereafter. At that time the 
whole tendency of the Government was to 
reduce expenditures. A large portion of 
the membership of the House Military 
Affairs Committee voted against this pro- 


vision and submitted a statement sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“This provision is ill advised and 
will, in our judgment, work against 
the efficeincy of the Army.” 

Their judgment was amply vindicated. 
(3) In 1920 there was an entirely 


changed situation; a war had been fought ; 
a large number of officers had quit the 
Service, mainly because of inadequate pay. 
Congress hastened to remedy the situation, 
and enacted the Act of May 18, 1920, which 
provided, among other things: 


“That hereafter longevity pay for 
officers in the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Public Health 
Service and Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey shall be based on the total of all 
service in any or all Services.” 

The obvious meaning of this article was 


to establish a uniform rule in all the Ser- 
vices that service of all kinds should count. 
The effect was to wipe out the discrimina- 
tion between various groups of officers, and 
thus, among other things, wiping out the 
Hay provision of 1912 (Noce vs. U. S., U. 
8. Court of Claims, 1924). Under this 
act, and under an additional extension con- 
tained in the Army Pay Bill of 1922, the 
following kinds of service, among others, 
count in computing length of service: 


1, Commissioned service; 2, Enlisted ser- 
vice in the Army and Navy; 3, Service as 
a National Guard officer in active Federal 
Service; 4, Certain service as a National 
Guard officer, not in either active or Fed- 
eral Service; 5, Service as a cadet at West 
Point and Annapolis; 6, Service as a con- 
tract surgeon; 7, Coast Guard enlisted ser- 
vice and eadet service; 8, Service in the 
‘east and Geodetic Service; 9, Service in 
the “Students’ Army ‘Training Corps.” 
(This consisted of young men who, during 
the war, were in an enlisted status, fed, 
clothed and maintained at various col- 
leges throughout the country.) 


ENACT ARMY PAY BILL 


(4) In 1922 the “Army Pay Bill” was 
tnacted. This changed the basis of pay. 
Formerly the bulk of pay depended on rank, 
vith a small additiona: amount, called 
“fogies,” based on length of service; now, 
however, the entire pay is based on length 
of service. It would seem that the need 
of uniformity in the method of computing 
the length of service was more than ever 
hecessary 
_Yet the Act again introduced a severe 
discrimination between those in the Ser- 
vice and those to be commissioned there- 
after by providing that those in the Service 
Should continue to count all service then 
counted, whereas those commissioned there- 
after should count only commissioned ser- 


vice. Some extracts from the minority ~ 
n 


Port on the present pay bill follow. 


page 7205 of the Congressional Record for 
May 9, 1922, Mr. Oliver is quoted as say- 


ing: 
“Hereafter the bill provides that no 
officer coming into the Service can 
ever count for longevity pay or for ad- 
vancing an officer to the next high pay 
period any but commissioned service. 
Certainly no explanation can be offered 
why this discrimination should be made 
in favor of the officers now in the Ser- 
vice and why the officer now in the 
Service should be able to count every 
character of service for the purpose of 
advancing him to the next pay period, 
whereas only commissioned service can 
be so counted by officers commissioned 
after the passage of the bill :” 


There can be no just reason for prohib- 
iting an officer who may be commissioned 
today from counting any enlisted service 
he may have, and at the same time let the 
captain under whom he may serve count 
as much as 20 years’ enlisted service. This 
makes it absolutely impossible for such 
a new officer to ever attain the same pay 
as his captain in the same length of time. 

The present rates of pay in the upper 
grades are plainly based on counting all 
the various kinds of service heretofore 
counted, and officers in 1922 in those grades 
were given an increase of pay because the 
committee said that the cost of living had 
increased 100 per cent over 1908, the date 
when the previous permanent schedules 
were made. 

It is also believed that the intention 
of Congress was to provide that the in- 
dividuals now in the lower grades should, 
upon reaching the higher grades, receive 
the same pay and allowances as the act 
provided for the officers now in those 
grades. This cannot occur, for the offi- 
cers in the junior grades will never be able 
to reach the same rates of pay in the 
same length of time as their seniors, due 
to the discrimination in the method of com- 
puting pay. . 

(5) Due also to this discrimination, 
when the 1922 rates of pay went into ef- 
fect, hundreds of cases can be cited where 
junior officers received a reduction of as 
much as $20 and $60 a month in their 
pay (including commutation of rations), 
whereas at the same moment their col- 
onels, some of them, the very youngest of 
colonels, in fact, received very substantial 
increases over the temporary pay of May 
18, 1920. gia spike 

ARMY GAPTAINS SUFFER 


(6) At the present time, due to this 
discrimination, there are captains in the 
Army drawing less pay (including rations) 
under the 1922 act than they would have 
under the 1908 act. And Congress has 
stated that the cost of living has increased 
100 per cent since 1908: : 

(7) There is no just reason for con- 
tinuing this discrimination. It prohibits 
many who had illustrious war records as 
enlisted men and as officers from counting 
the same service us their associates.

ANNOUNCE STATUS OF 
TRACTOR EQUIPMENT 


Army Favors Type With Low 
Ground Pressure For 
Best Results 


EVOLVING NEW DESIGNS 


S a result of conditions under which it 

was necessary to handle guns and other 
materiél in trailed loads during the World 
War, the field for the tractor was definitely 
established. These conditions also indi- 
cated that a tractor for this service should 
preferably be of the type with low ground 
pressure for operation off of roads over 
all kinds of difficult ground conditions. 

The nearest approach to a tractor of 
this type was the American-made full or 
half track tractor that had been developed 
for certain kinds of agricultural work. 
Some of these as produced in this country 
were used by the Allied armies prior to 
the entrance of the United States into the 
war. 

After the United States entered the war 
there was initiated a project for the manu- 
facture of three sizes of track-laying trac- 
tors modeled along the lines of tractors in 
commercial production at that time. These 
tractors were the 214-ton, the 5-ton and the 
10-ton. One thousand and eighteen of 
the 5-ton, 983 of the 10-ton and a few of 
the 21%4-ton tractors were shipped over- 
seas for service with the American Army. 

Precedence was given to the larger types, 
especially the 5-ton tractor, for the hauling 
of the heavy field artillery guns and how- 
itzers, and it was not until the latter part 
of the war that the development of the 
light 214-ton tractor was undertaken for 
the contemplated motorization of part of 
the light field artillery. 

Up to the present time commercial trac- 
tors in sizes approximating the Ordnance 
5 and 10-ton tractors have not been tested. 
Orders have recently been placed for a num- 
ber of such tractors and in a short time 
results of tests will be available. For trac- 
tors required for Corps and Army artil- 
lery, the commercial field is limited. 


CONSTRUCTIVE POLICY 


It is the policy of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment to be fully cognizant at all times of 
the potentiality of the commercial tractor 
industry and to carry on only such special 
tractor development to fulfill the tactical 
requirements of the Army as is not avail- 
able in the commercial life of the nation, 
or readily made so by minor changes in 
commercial design to the end _that the 
maximum number of tractors suitable for 
military use could be made immediately 
available in case of an emergency, to be 
supplemented or replaced later as new pro- 
duction becomes available with such special 
or improved types as the situation might 
demand. 

Comparatively few of the 2%4-ton trac- 
tors were completed, and these have, since 
the war, been made obsolete because of 
difficulties attending their operation. Ap- 
proximately 4000 of the 5-ton and 2000 of 
the 10-ton tractors were completed. 

Relative to this tractor development 
work, the Ordnance Department has is- 
sued the following statement: 

“That existing types would probably not 
be put into quantity production again is 
generally understood. These tractors were 
as satisfactory as could be made at the 
time, considering the state of the art, but 
commercial demands are more exacting now 
and, as a result, there has been a decided 
improvement in tractors, not only from the 
operating standpoint but in performance 
as well. Some of these characteristics— 
dependability, performance, accessibility, 
longer life and continuous service without 
major failure that were lacking to a cer- 
tain degree in the war-time models—are 
now found in the latest types. 


RADICAL DESIGN 


“The Divisional Tractor, Model 1920, 
was designed to overcome the objections 
found in the partially developed war-time 
21%4-ton tractor, Model 1918, and to give 
the maximum vehicle speed of'12 miles 
per hour. The entire construction of this 
Model 1920 ‘Tractor, including running 
gear, spring suspension, tracks, power sys- 
tem, controls and frame construction marks 
a very radical departure from conventional 
construction. 

“In the corps tractor field, the Ordnance 
Department has designed, built and placed 
under test at Aberdeen Proving Ground the 





7%4-ton Corps Tractor, Model 1921. This 
powerful and fairly high-speed tractor was 
originally designed as a convertible type— 
that is, capable of operating on rubber- 
tired wheels as a truck or, when conditions 
demanded, a track could be placed over 
the wheels and the vehicle functions as a 
track-laying vehicle. Due to lack of de- 
velopment of suitable tracks of the con- 


vertible type this tractor is now being - 


tested only as a track-laying tractor. 
“This tractor has been tested some 800 
miles at the Aberdeen Proving Ground and 
some parts of the running gear and track 
mechanism will require modification, but 
on the whole it is proving very satisfac- 
tory. This tractor will probably be tested 
by the Field Artillery Board in the near 


future. 
DEVELOPED TYPE 

“Development work was undertaken on 
two pilot tractors for Army artillery. One 
of these was built along the lines of a con- 
ventional track-laying vehicle while the other 
pilot had special running gear involving 
chain suspension and a ball and socket type 
of track-shoe joint; the combination of 
which permitted a very flexible running gear 
and one that could follow very uneven 
ground. The transmission was arranged 
for controlled steering so that the two tracks 
could be operated at relative speeds to 
provide steering without breaking the trans- 
mission to one track as is the case where 
power is de-clutched for steering. 

“Further development of a tractor for 
Army loads will depend upon the outeome 
of dividing the Army artillery into a num- 
ber of loads for travel, each one of which 
could be handled by a 10-ton tractor. In 
addition, tests are now being conducted to 
determine whether or not two 10-ton trac- 
tors can be successfully operated in tandem 
for very heavy loads. If the result of such 
tests indicate that tandem operation can be 
relied upon as a satisfactory method for 
handling such loads, the need for the de- 
velopment of a yery large tractor will not 
be as urgent and the commercial tractor 
field, which includes tractors up to 10 tons 
weight, can be relied upon for assistance 
in case of an emergency.” 
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CONGRESS TO TAKE UP 
ARMY BUILDING PLANS 


ITH the return of Chairman Wads- 
_, worth of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, the sub-committee which 
is to take under consideration a pill (S. 
3573) providing for the War Department’s 
10-year building program, will hold its first 
session. The committee, besides Chairman 
Wadsworth, consists of Senator Cameron 
of Arizona, Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, 
Senator Fletcher of Florida and Senator 
George of Georgia. The prospects for se- 
curing action from this sub-committee and 
the Senate are more promising than in 
the House. 
_It is understood that Chairman McKen- 
aie of the House Military Committee does 
not feel like committing the next Congress 
to any policy, as he retires on March 4. 
Iiowever, it is believed that if the Senate 
takes up the subject promptly, considera- 
tion can be secured in the House in time 
to pass the bill during the session. The 
bill (Lf. R. 10,529) which is pending in 
the If[ouse is identical with the bill that 
had been introduced by Chairman Wads- 
worth and will be before the Senate sub- 
committee, 
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JAPANESE PROTEST 


CCORDING to reports from Japan a 

delegation of independents crowded into 
the American Embassy quarters in Tokio 
and asked Ambassador Bancroft to trans- 
mit their protest against the United States 
naval maneuvers. Mr. Bancroft is alleged 
to have refused to transmit communica- 
tions unless they were received through the 
proper channels. The demonstration came 
on the heels of a newspaper report that the 
United States and Japanese governments 
had reached an agreement regarding gun 
elevation on capital ships. é, 
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FOR PREPAREDNESS 


A RESOLUTION was adopted by the 

General Society of Mayflower Descend- 
ants at New York on December 13, which 
favored adequate military protection, and 
that it would seek to make its action nation- 
wide by sending to each of the State So- 
cieties a copy of these resolutions. 
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INSPECTION TRIP 


ORDERS will shortly be issued by the

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NEW U. S. SUBMARINE V-2 
LAUNCHED DECEMBER 27 


‘THE powerful U. S. seagoing submarine, 

. V-2, was launched at the Navy Yard, 
New York, December 27, 1924, and was 
christened by Mrs. Douglas E. Dismukes, 
wife of Captain Dismukes, U.S.N., cap- 
tain of the Yard. 

The V-2, which is 341 feet 6 inches over 
all and displaces 2164 tons on the surface, 
is designed to have a fuel capacity ,pro- 
vision allowance and repair facilities which 
will allow it to cruise in any. weather and 
at any rate of speed of which the fleet it 
accompanies is capable. Her surface speed 
will be 21 knots and submerged 9 knots. 

The submarize will be propelled by four 
oil engines, which may be used in pairs 
or together, the maximum power being 
6500 horsepower. Armament will consist 
of six 21-inch torpedo tubes, one 5-inch, 
51l-caliber rifle and two Lewis machine 


guns. 

The crew of 80 men will have every 
convenience for comfort and efficiency, in- 
cluding steam heating equipment, improved 
ventilation system, special water supply 
system, refrigerating plant and a wooden 
deck designed to insure a firm foothold in 
rolling seas. ‘The boat will carry a Navy 
mail clerk to handle postal service. 

The V-2 is a sister ship to the V-1, and 
each vessel is twice as large as any pre- 
viously constructed in the United States. 
They are the first to be completed of a 
group of nine authorized by Congress in 
1916.

ENLISTED MEN’S CLUB 

AT NORFOLK IS SUCCESS 
‘THe Enlisted Men’s Club recently es- 

tablished at the Norfolk Navy Yard is 
now in full operation and, from present in- 
dications, bids fair to be one of the most 
successful measures yet adopted to fur- 
nish legitimate amusemeut and recreation- 
al facilities for the enlisted men attached 
to the Navy Yard and the ships coming 
for repair and overhaul. 

In order to have a recreational and so- 
cial center readily accessible to the naval 
personnel on duty in the yard and aboard 
ship, a well-equipped officers’ club, with 
golfing facilities, was organized about a 
year ago and has proved to be a desirable 
adjunct, in that it gives the officers aboard 
ship, their families and friends a place 
where they can meet together in an in- 
formal way. No club for enlisted men, 
however, has ever been formed at this yard. 

It was realized that an enlisted men’s 
club at the Navy Yard would be a de- 
sirable acquisition. The matter was _ re- 
ferred to the Department and was received 
with favor, a small initial allotment being 
ranted to help get the project started. 
Since getting well under way the club has 
been practically self-sustaining. 

The club has a gymnasium, reading and 
lounging room, canteen, dance hall, stage 
and pool and billiard tables. It also has 
a barber shop, tailor shop and shoe-repair 
shop. Weekly dances are given for the 
enlisted men and their friends. 

The establishment of this enlisted men’s 
club, following the officers’ club as already 
mentioned, rounds out the provisions made 
at the Norfolk Yard to add to the content- 
ment of the members of the Service.

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NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 


[By Air Mail] 


ALTHOUGH the overhaul schedule for 
ships of the Battle Fleet for the year 
1925 was made out and issued only a few 
weeks ago, it has been necessary to make 
some important changes in these schedules, 
due to an increased amount of work re- 
quired by some ships and due to the short- 
age of funds available at the Navy Yards. 
The U.S.S. Tennessee, which is sched- 
uled for overhaul at the Navy Yard, Puget 
Sound, from January 13 to February 20, 
will not go to the Navy Yard for annual 
overhaul, the necessary repairs on the U. 
S.S. Tennessee being made with the ship 
at anchor at San Pedro. It is the present 
plan to have the Fleet Repair Ship Med- 
usa go alongside the Tennessee and assist 
the ship’s force in doing all important 
overhaul work. 

The U.S.S. Nevada, now at the Navy 
Yard, Puget Sound, was scheduled to com- 
plete her overhaul on January 19, but, due 
to the causes given above, it will not be 
practicable to complete her until February 
2. The U.S.S. Seattle, now at the Navy 
Yard, Puget Sound, which was scheduled 
to be completed on January 31, will not 
be completed until February 7. 

The U.S.S. Pennsylvania, instead of go- 
ing to the Navy Yard on February 7, 
will leave San Pedro immediately after 
leng range battle practice about January 
23 and will remain at the Navy Yard until 
about March 23. In addition to the 
changes given above for the battleships the 
completion date of the U.S.S. Somers has 
been extended to February 16 and the U. 
S.S. Farquhar until February 25. 

It is hoped that by dropping out the 
U.S.S. Tennessee from the overhaul sched- 
ule for 1925 it will be possible to give the 
other ships the regular six weeks’ overhaul. 
The U.S.S. Tennessee will be docked at 
liunters Point the first part of April, prior 
to sailing for Honolulu. 


REAR ADMIRAL L. M. NULTON, now

BUDGET MAKES DRASTIC 
NAVY ESTIMATE CUT 


OW far the estimates of the Navy De 
partment for the Fleet were cut was 
brought out during the testimony of Secre- 
tary Wilbur before the Navy Department 
sub-committee on appropriations. The es 
timates, as originally prepared by the bu- 
reaus under instruction to economize, 
amounted to $359,000,000. 

These were reduced, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Navy, to $352,000, 
000. This was submitted to the Budget 
and, as the Secretary of the Navy stated, 
the Director of the Budget “notified us that 
the maximum tentative allotment for the 
department would be about $293,000,000.” 

The Secretary continued by explaining 
that the authorities of the department re- 
distributed the amount of $293,000,000, 
making a reduction according to the needs 
of the various branches of the service. 
Having done this, the Secretary returned 
his estimates to the budget and asked for 
items aggregating $30,000,000, in addition 
to the $293,000,000. 

On this proposition, extended hearings 
wer? held before the Director of the Bud- 
get. The net result of the pleadings of the 
Secretary of the Navy and the officers from 
the department was the awarding of less 
than the original allocation of over $4,000, 
000, but that was partly on account of the 
aviation program. 

The final ‘stimate or allocation by the 
3ureau of the Budget was little more than 
the one that was made in the first instance. 
In other words, the Secretary admitted 
that the Director of the Budget did not 
yield a dollar to the judgment of the nava 
authorities and, therefore, the estimates 
were not those furnished by the depart 
ment.

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


BY E. B. JOHNS 


A MORE friendly attitude toward Service 
legislation has been a&Ssumed by the 
White House during the past week. Sec- 
retary of War Weeks, more than anyone 
in the Administration’s councils, is held 
responsible for the change in the atmos- 
phere for Army and Navy legislation dur- 
ing the past week. 

It is stated upon the highest authority 
that Secretary of War Weeks, with Gen- 
eral Lord, the Director of the Budget, 
held a conference with the President in 
which the situation was gone over in de- 
tail. Secretary Weeks is not only one of 
the most influential members of the of- 
ficial family, but is more independent than 
any other man in the Cabinet. 

It is known that the Secretary has had 
a desire to retire from the Cabinet on 
March 4 but that the President and some 
of his advisers have been urging the head 
of the War Department to continue in the 
service of the Administration. His ad- 
ministration has been successful in the 
highest degree. He has made a remark- 
able showing for the small amount of 
money that has been allotted to the War 
Department, and at the same time gone 
ahead with the development of the new 
military policy. 

Under such conditions it is only natural 
that President Coolidge is desirous of re- 
taining him in the Cabinet. It should 
not be understood that the Secretary went 
to the White House with the threat that 
he would leave the Cabinet if the Presi- 
dent did not do certain things that he de- 
manded. His influence with the President 
was due largely to the fact that he has 
asked so little from the Administration, 
and has continually worked in harmony 
with the economy program of the Admin- 
istration. 

As a consequence, what he had to say 
had great weight with the President, and 
even the Director of the Budget was 
forced to recognize the force of Secretary 
Weeks’ contentions. 


PLEA FOR BOTH SERVICES 


The Secret iry not only made a plea for 
the Army, but for the Navy also. Being 
a graduate of Annapolis and personally in- 
terested in the Navy, Secretary Weeks 
made a plea for the entire National Defense 
system. 

It is not believed that the Secretary’s ef- 
forts will affect this year’s budget as much 
as it will the budget for 1927. However, it 
is said that the Secretary came away with 
assurances of the Administration’s support 
for the War Department’s construction 
plans which are now pending before the 
joint sub-committee of the military com- 
mittees of the Senate and House. 

It is believed that one of the results 
of the Secretary’s visit will be the speeding 
up of the passage of the bill by which mili- 
tary reservations and buildings, which have 
little value to the War Department, can 
be sold and the funds diverted to the con- 
struction of new buildings. 

More liberal appropriations from the bud- 
get for the modernization of the Navy and 
the construction authorized from the cruiser 
bill will be the help which the Secretary 
gave to the Navy in the conference. It 
is stated that the President is still hold- 
ing out against appropriations for the 
elevation of guns under the fiscal budget 
for 1926, but if the National Defense forces 
in Congress should pass such a bill, the 
belief is expressed that the President would 
not veto it. 

The fight is not yet won for all the leg- 
islation that the Army needs or for the 
complete modernization of the Navy, but 
the general situation is greatly improved 
since the conference between the President 
and Secretary Weeks. 


WARRANT OFFICERS PAY 


HE resurrection of the letter which was 

sent by the Navy Department to the 
House committee on naval affairs on a 
bill, H. R. 9110, to regulate the pay of 
commissioned chiefs and warrant officers, 
creates considerable confusion in the minds 
of the members of Congress as to just 
what is the attitude of the Department on 
this measure. In the first place, under an 
agreement entered into by leaders of both 
Houses, bills for the amendment of the 
Joint Service Pay Act are to be considered 
by the military committees of the Senate 
and the House. 

The Pay Act was originally framed in 
a joint special committee of both Houses. 
but instead of forming a new joint special 
committee for the consideration of amend- 
ments to the pay act, it was decided to 
handle all such bills through the military 


committee. This was only a logical ar- 
rangement, as Senator Wadsworth was at 
the head of the Senate section of the joint 
special committee and Representative Mc- 
Kenzie of the House committee. Both of 
these legislators are fully advised as to 
the provisions of the pay act as it applies 
to all Services, and are competent to 
handle the legislation. 

As the matter now stands, legislation for 
the relief of the commissioned chief and 
warrant officers has been disapproved by 
communicafions that come from the Judge 
Advocate General’s office. They were ap- 
proved by a report from the Bureau of 
Navigation. This year, as in former 
years, the Surgeon General of the Navy 
went farther than any bill pending before 
Congress and urged that the commissioned 
chief and warrant officers of the Hospital 
Corps be given an opportunity for promo- 
tion to full commissioned rank. 

When the letter of July 12, 1924, was 
sent to the naval affairs committee at- 
tention was called to some of its incon- 
sistencies and the failure to recognize the 
justice of the cause of the commissioned 
chief and warrant officers. In referring 
to the existing pay and allowances which 
commissioned chief and warrant officers 
receive, it was set forth in the letter that: 


“It represents a substantial increase 
over the pay and allowances they 
would have received under the act of 
August 29, 1916, and this Department 
can see no reason for any increase in 
the pay of this class of officers at the 
present time.” 

The strangest thing about this statement 
is that the commissioned chief and war- 
rant officers are asking that they be placed 
upon the same pay basis that they were 
upon when the act of August 29, 1916, was 
passed. This provides that their pay, be 
based upon that of lieutenant and lieu- 
tenant (j.g.), depending upon the length 
of service. No amount of language or 
legal terms will conceal the fact that 
something was taken away from the com- 
missioned chief and warrant officers when 
the pay act was signed. All this class of 
officers are asking for, is that they be re- 
stored to their former status as compared 
with the other classes of officers of the 
Navy. 


NAVIGATION REPORT ON PAY 


THAT they are entitled to it is set forth 

in the report of the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation for the fiscal year of 
1923, which states: 

“The Service is short of machinists, 
and the number of petty officers apply- 
ing for examinations for this rank is 
very disappointing. The impression 
prevails that these petty officers prefer 
to transfer to the Fleet Reserve when 
they become eligible, instead of accept- 
ing appointments as warrant officers. 
Modification of the qualifications of 
those considered eligible to take the 
examination for warrant officers have 
been made to meet existing conditions. 

“Congress should be requested to 
amend the present pay laws by which 
men appointed from the enlisted ratings 
to warrant grades lose the benefit of 
their longevity service. They should 
receive the benefits of all service. At 
present, in many cases, eligible chief 
petty officers accepting appointments as 
warrant officers are reduced materially 
in their rates of pay, which is a very 
great detriment to such competent and 
desirable men being appointed.” 

It is difficult to harmonize the statement 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
on the subject and the quotations from the 
letter of July 12, 1924. It is true that 
the author of the letter of July 12, 1924, 
is not verv clear in his statement of the 
case. However, there is an evident attempt 
to create the impression that the pay status 
of the warrant officers was improved under 
the Joint Service Pay Act. This is denied 
by the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
who has charge of the personnel of the 
Navy and, in all probability, is better as- 
quainted with the pay of this class of 
officers than the author of the letter of 
July 12, 1924. 

The Surgeon General of the Navy goes 
a step farther. On the subject, he said. 

“In view of the increasing impor- 
tance of the duties performed by these 
officers and the additional responsibili- 
ties entailed, as has been stated in 
previous reports, it appears to be in 
the interests of the Navy that some 
means be provided whereby warrant 





officers of the Hospital Corps may have 
an opportunity for promotion to full 
commissioned rank.” 


NAVY DEPENDENTS LITIGATION 


LITIGATION on the question of de- 

pendents of Naval officers is becoming 
more complicated from week to week. 
There are now four cases for injunctions 
and mandamuses growing out of the de- 
cision of Comptroller General McCarl. Up 
to this time, however, only two officers are 
receiving pay under the decisions of the 
court, although in each case it has been 
in favor of Naval officers. 

In the case of Comdr. John F. Cox, U. 
S. N., in whose name a test case has been 
brought by a committee of officers sta- 
tioned at Washington, the court refused a 
writ of supersedeas while the case was 
pending in appeal from the District Su- 
preme Court to the Court of Appeals. 
This permits Commander Cox to draw his 
entire pay until the case is finally de- 
cided. Lieutenant Dillon, who brought a 
similar suit in the District Court of 
Florida some months ago, occupies a simi- 
lar status, and is, therefore, drawing his 


pay. 

_ One of the most remarkable proceedings 
in court, and one that is creating a good 
deal of comment, is that of Lt. T. S. 
Wylly, 8.C., U.S.N., who recently brought 
suit for an injunction against himself. 
Lieutenant Wylly sought to restrain him- 
self from checking his own pay under 
Alnay 24, which provides that officers who 
come under the Comptroller’s decisions on 
dependents’ allowances should receive only 
80 per cent of their pay until the claims 
of the Government are adjudicated. 

_ The judge, in rendering a favorable de- 
cision, said that the petition of Lieutenant 
Wylly might appear facetious but it was 
really a serious proceeding, and he pro- 
ceeded to grant an injunction to the officer 
against himself. However, if the court 
should issue a writ of supersedeas and the 
Government appeals the case, Lieutenant 
Wylly will not be able to pay himself more 
than 80 per cent of his pay and allowances. 

In a southern California district, Lt. 
Comdr. E. H. Barber, Accounting Officer, 
has been restrained by an _ injunction 
brought by Lt. Comdr. W. B. Hetfield, re- 
eruiting officer at Los Angeles. 

But all of these suits have not given 
general relief to officers who would come 
under a test case brought in the name of 
Lieutenant Commander Cox. It is known 
that even in the Court of Claims the 
Comptroller General has refused to recog- 
nize test cases. He has been insisting that 
each claimant file a suit in the Court of 
Claims. , 

Just what the attitude of the Secretary 
of the Navy will be, in the event the Cox 
case is appealed to the Supreme Court and 
the opinions of the lower court are sus- 
tained, has not yet been announced. Even 
if the Secretary of the Navy should follow 
the usual course, and a just one, the Comp- 
troller General still has authority to in- 
sist upon the trial of each case that would 
come under the test case. 


MAY APPEAL TO PRESIDENT 


i is generally believed that in the event 

of a favorable decision by the court of 
last resort an appeal will be made to the 
President to use his influence upon the 
Comptroller General. Under the laws, the 
Comptroller General is under no legal ob- 
ligations to yield even to the President, 
but it is believed that he will undoubtedly 
do so. If the Comptroller General will 
refuse to follow the directions of the 
President, the President could remove him 
and thus bring up the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the law creating the office 
of the Comptroller General. It is doubt- 
ful whether the Comptroller General would 
care to have this test made, and an intima- 
tion from the White House should be 
sufficient. 

This crisis would not be reached until a 
decision from the United States Supreme 
Court had been rendered. In the mean- 
time, all of the officers, with the exception 
of Commander Cox and Lieutenant Dillon, 
will be without 20 per cent of their pay. 


NAVY BILLS TO SENATE 


‘THE Senate adjourned without taking up 
either the Naval Appropriation Bill or 
the Naval Omnibus Bill, both of which 
passed the House before the recess. Ac- 
cording to the agreed program the Naval 
Appropriation Bill is to be taken up first 


after the holiday recess. The sub-commit- | 
tee of the Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs took up the Naval Omnibus Bill be- 
fore the holiday recess, but was not ready 
to report it out before adjourning. 

The War Department sub-committee of 
the House Appropriations Committee has 
not yet completed the Army Appropriation 
Bill. It expects to report the bill to the 
House about January 3, although the date 
has not yet been set. 


PROMOTION AND POLITICS 


‘THE failure of the Senate Committee on 

Military Affairs to report favorably on 
the nomination of Col. Alfred W. Bjorn- 
stad to be brigadier general on December 
19 is an indication that the politicians on 
the Hill have not yet recovered the 
differences which naturally grew out of 
the speeding up of the war and the rigors 
of the Service. Senator Elkins of West 
Virginia objected to the confirmation of 
Colonel Bjornstad and asked that a hear- 
ing be held on January 9 at which Colonel 
Bjornstad will appear. 

One officer with splendid service resigned 
from the Army in disgust after he had 
keen confirmed subsequent to.a hearing 
such as that proposed in the case of Col- 
onel Bjornstad. In the case of Colonel 
Major promotion was held up for a year 
with consequent attendant demoralization 
of the Service. 

Such investigations cannot but decrease 
the efficiency of the Regular Army. The 
chief value of that Service consists in its 
ireedom from political and social intrigue. 
If a Regular Army officer cannot be as- 
sured that he will not be subjected to per- 
secution, because individuals may consider 
themselves abused as the result of what 
the officer has considered to be the proper 
performance of his duty, the standard of 
the Service wil! undoubtedly deteriorate. 

Secretary Weeks in the past has stood 
firmly against such efforts to punish officers 
for the performance of their duty. He did 
is even when the politicians of his own 
State sought to hold up the nomination of 
Colonel Major. It is presumed that he 
will support his nomination of Colonel 
Bijornstad. There is a great deal more in 
volved than the personal interest of Colonel 
Bjornstad. In the hold-up, officers below 
Colonel Bjornstad would suffer as much as 
he does, 


SHEARER LETTERS ON NAVY 


[It has become known that Capt. Hugo 
Ousterhaus and Capt. Robert I. Berry, 
who are to appear before the Jackson board 
of inquiry at New York, did not authorize 
William B. Shearer to publish_the letters 
involved in the investigation. It is stated 
that these letters and other documents 
were shown to Mr. Shearer to acquaint 
him with the condition of the Fleet. 

It may be that the officers are over- 
anxious to put the Navy in_ fit condition 
for operations and to maintain it at 
Treaty strength. However, their motives 
were patriotic and even if it should de- 
velop that they have technically violated 
ihe regulations under which the inquiry is 
being conducted it will in no way affect 
their standing throughout the Service.

“above and beyond the call of duty,” such 
as “a policing.” “carrying the mail,” ete., 
performed during the course.

N November 25, 1924, Capt. D. W. Bed- 

inger, M. C. Flight Surgeon of the 16th 
Observation Squadron, Air Service, and 
Technical Sgt. Irving Aspol, 16th Observa- 
tion Squadron, Air Service, were instantly 
killed when their plane, in which they had 
just taken off from Marshall Field, side- 
slipped into a group of trees near the post 
dump and was instantly demolished. This 
is the first serious accident which has oc- 
curred during three years of continuous 
flying since the organization of the squad- 
ron at the Cavalry School. 


A TACTICAL inspection of all the troops 

on the post was held on November 24. 
The inspection consisted of a tactical prob- 
lem in which the 2d Cavalry, the 16th Ob- 
servation Squadron, Air Service, with the 
9th Photo Section attached; Battery A, 9th 
Field Artillery; Machine Gun Troop No.

FIELD ARTILLERY SCHOOL 
OUCHING upon the Field Artillery 
School, in his annual report, General 

Snow said: 

“Training at the Field Artillery School 
is considered of incalculable importance, 
not only in developing the individual stu- 
dents in the technique of artillery, but in 
the standardization of field artillery train- 
ing as well. 

“During the past school year six classes 
of officers completed courses. These courses 
were as follows:

In drafting the permanent building 


program for the Army, the value to the 
Service of the Field Artillery School, not 
only in preparing for an emergency, but 
during an emergency as well, should rec- 
ommend the essential needs of the school 
being given an advanced position on the 
priority list. The present buildings are 
rapidly becoming unfit for occupancy and 
in their present condition represent a 
serious fire hazard. 

“Appreciating the essential need of the 
closest co-operation between the Air Ser- 
vice and the Field Artillery, and in order 
to advance the training of these Services, 
it is recommended that the Air Service 
Unit, on duty at Fort Sill, be increased to 
a full squadron, and that a balloon unit 
be added. 

“T consider it a matter of the greatest 
importance that there be incorported in 
the instruction given at the various Spe- 
cial Service Schools a course designed to 
illustrate the proper methods of training 
with skeletonized units.” 


OCORDING to the itinerary of the 

midshipmen’s 1925 practice cruise, an- 
nouncement of which has just been made by 
the Bureau of Naval Operations, Navy De- 
partment, the practice squadron will cover 
a total of 12,069 miles. The battleships 
which will carry the midshipmen on their 
annual cruise next summer, will consist of 
the New York, Arkansas and the Utah. 
Of the 91 days which will be required to 
complete the 1925 cruise, the embryo offi- 
cers of the Navy will spend 52 at sea. 

Last year the midshipmen’s cruise took 
them to European waters, but, according 
to the plans of the Navy Department, the 
1925 practice squadron will visit the Pa- 
cifie coast via the Panama Canal. 

The Commander of the Scouting Fleet 
has been directed to issue the necessary 
instructions for the above mentioned ves- 
sels to arrive off Annapolis not later than 
May 30, 1925, so that the itinerary given 
below, which is based on a speed of 10 
knots, may be carried out according to 
the schedule. Upon the completion of. the 
cruise the ships designated will continue 
their present duty. 

Leaving Annapolis on June 6, the squad- 
ron will proceed to Panama, a distance of 
1951 miles, arriving at this port on June 
14. They will leave Panama June 17 for 
San Pedro, a distance of 2913 miles, where 
they are due to arrive June 30. While at 
San Pedro some overhauling will be done 
while the squadron remains here for an 
eight-day stay. Leaving San Pedro on 
July 8, the squadron will sail for San Fran- 
cisco for fueling, a distance of 368 miles, 
arriving here July 10. Eight days will be 
spent at this port and on July 18 the three 
vessels will proceed to Seattle, 804 miles 
away, arriving here July 22, 

The squadron will remain at anchor 
here for eight days, sailing July 30 for San 
Diego, a sea journey of 1 miles, for 
fueling. They will leave San Diego August 
4 for Panama, a distance of 2843 miles, 
for a two-day stay. The squadron will 
sail from Panama August 22 and is due to 
arrive off Annapolis, a distance of 1951 
miles, on August 30.

[IX STRUCTIONS have been issued by 
the Quartermaster General to Quarter- 
masters in the field to report as to what steps, 
if any, can be taken by them to eliminate 
costs of packing and crating by using com- 
mercial truck transportation in moving fur- 
niture on changes of station of officers and 
other persons in the military service. 

As a result of preliminary investigations 
made by the Quartermaster General, it 
has been demonstrated that combined trans- 
portation costs by motor truck, in many 
eases, did not exceed combined costs, in- 
cluding rail, especially in short hauls. In 
a considerable number of cases, therefore, 
the cost of packing and crating may be 
eliminated. Property when transported by 
commercial trucking concerns is. not 
packed and crated, and moves from the old 
home of the owner to the new one without 
unloading. 


FORTY-TWO Reserve and National 

Guard officers attended the first meet- 
ing on November 3 for the instruction of 
the “Winter Plattsburg’ Group, held in 
the classroom of the Quartermaster Corps 
School at Philadelphia. 

During the meeting addresses were made 
by three officers, viz.. Lt. Col. Will H.

RUMOR NAVY SEEKS NEW 
MENTOR FOR FOOTBALL 


WHILE there has been no official state 
ment on the subject, and will not be 
until the matter is definitely settled, there 
appears to be little doubt that the Navy 
Athletic Association is looking for a suc 
cessor to Bob Folwell, who for the last 
five years has been head football coach at 
the Naval Academy. 

Many Naval people, included among the 
number most of those who have been 12 
close touch with football at Annapolis, are 
somewhat doubtful as to whether it has 
been wise to seek a successor to Folwell 
and doubt if better results will be obtained 
by another. 

While the Army is one game ahead o 
the service series, the Naval Academy team 
has broken exactly even under Folwell’s 
tutelage, two victories, two defeats and 
one draw. This year’s defeat was the only 
decisive one for the Navy team since Fol- 
well assumed charge, and even then_ its 
goal line was not crossed. The Army has, 
in fact, scored but two touchdowns in five 
games during that period.

Since then it has gathered 
much material and prepared numerous 
monographs and studies covering the par- 
ticipation of America’s armed forces dur- 
ing the war in France, Germany, Russia 
and Siberia, and also those concerning wars 
Previous to the World War.

WitH THE NATIONAL GUARD 





RAINING in the National Guard has 

made reasonable progress in the year 
just closed. Naturally, the limitations of 
the training will always be marked. In so 
far as units are concerned, their training 
during the armory period is generally lim- 
ited to that of the company or similar 
organization. In the field training period, 
the limitation extends to that of the regi- 
ment or, in rare instances, to the brigade. 
The number of hours devoted to these 
higher organizations is necessarily small. 
The total average number of hours avail- 
able for unit training is about 75 for each 
of the two general periods, armory and 
field. From this it will be seen that unit 
training development cannot be expected to 
attain a state of thoroughness. In ad- 
dition to this handicap of time, the “turn- 
over” in personnel is large. 

On several occasions during the past 
year the extreme shortage of commissioned 
instructor personnel for duty with the Na- 
tional Guard has been pointed out, and it 
is keenly felt that steps must be taken soon 
to materially increase the number on duty 
with National Guard troops. 

In this connection it is desired to again 
emphasize the fact that the National Guard 
troops are first-line troops and the utmost 
assistance in the development and _train- 
ing of these troops is a responsibility of 
the Regular Army. The allotment of 485 
instructors was made two years ago. Since 
that time the National Guard has grown 
from 138,862 (commissioned and enlisted) 
to 177,286 (commissioned and enlisted). 
The needs of commissioned personnel, most 
vital at this time, is quite apparent. 


S of June 20, 1924, ‘the aggregate 
_. Strength of the National Guard was 
176,322; the total strength on June 30, 
1923, was 160,784, representing an increase 
of over 15 per cent during the fiscal year. 
_ It is important to note that this increase 
is largely due to the completion of the or- 
ganization and the Wederal recognition 
of new units, and is therefore a legitimate 
and permanent expansion. The ever-in- 
creasing public interest and confidence in 
the National Guard is evidenced by the 
support auorded by the appropriations of 
funds by State legislatures. 

A favorable attitude has also been mani- 
fested by the Congress toward the develop- 
ment of the National Guard as an arm of 
our national defense and in the promotion 
of its welfare. 


‘THE Militia Bureau has made arrange- 

ments to supply lesson sheets for use 
of students enrolled in the Army Corre- 
spondence Courses from the personnel of 
the National Guard. The limited appro- 
priations available this fiscal year for the 
above purpose precludes increasing the 
amount of Militia Bureau funds beyond 
the sum already set aside to meet this ex- 
pense. 

The policy of the Militia Bureau with 
reference to the participation of the Na- 
tional Guard personnel in Army Corre- 
spondence Courses is enunciated in Circu- 
lar Letter No. 78, Militia Bureau, Septem- 
ber 26, 1922. This policy provides for the 
participation of officers only in_ those 
courses, and does not contemplate that 
warrant officers, non-commissioned officers 
or other enlisted personnel shall be en- 
rolled. The non-availability of funds with 
which to defray the cost prevents the Mi- 
litia Bureau from extending the policy 
enunciated in Circular Letter No. 78, 1922, 
so as to include other National Guard per- 
sonnel, in addition to commissioned officers. 

There is no objection on the part of the 
Militia Bureau to the enrollment and the 
participation of warrant officers, non-com- 
missioned officers or other enlisted person- 
nel in Army Correspondence Courses, pro- 
vided that this action does not involve any 
expenditure of Militia Bureau funds sup- 
plementing the amount already author- 
ized to provide lesson sheets during the fis- 
eal year. 


UNDER existing law, officers of the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army may be 
detailed to duty with the National Guard 
to assist in its training and development 
so that it shall form an efficient, balanced 
and integral component of the Army of 
the United States. In January, 1922, an 
allotment of 485 officers was made for this 
purpose, and on June 30, 1924, the same 
allotment was still in effect and is now. 
Based upon the needs of the National 
Guard and upon availability of personnel, 
this allotment was divided as follows: In- 
fantry, 218; Cavalry, 54; Field Artillery, 
84; Coast Artillery, 36; Corps of Engi- 
neers, 18; Signal Corps, 14; Air Service, 
13; Quartermaster Corps, 20; Ordnance 
Department, 6; Medical Department, 20; 
Finance Department, 1, and Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department, 1.

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT 


PPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department for the manufacture and 
issue of the U. S. caliber .22 rifle, model 
1922 MI,, in lieu of the model 1922 rifle 
of that caliber. ‘The improved model dif- 
fers from the older one in that the cham- 
ber is shorter and has a more gradually 
tapered bullet seat; the magazine is a new 
design, flush type; the bolt has a single 
striker, instead of double, and there is a 
new type firing-pin rod and ejector; also 
the outside of barrel will be one straight 
taper from the curve forward of the cham- 
ber to*the front sight stud. This change 
in design will not hinder production of 
the rifles now under manufacture. x 
‘THE tests of 75 mm., 155 mm. and 12-in. 

smokeless wder stored under water 
in Picatinny Lake for a period of one 
year indicate no appreciable change in the 
stability of the powder. The ballistics of 
the 75 mm. powder have suffered only a 
very slight change, while the 155 mm. pow- 
der has appreciably quickened as a result 
of loss of solvent. 
A RELATIVELY new type of field glass 

has been submitted to the Ordnance 
Department by the Moeller Optical Works, 
through their American agent. Believing 
that it would be interesting to the various 
branches of the using service and instruc- 
tive to the Ordnance Department to ex- 
amine models of this materiél, an order has 
been placed for glasses of 5, 6 and 8-power.’

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“MILLIONS FOR COSMETICS, BUT 
NOTHING FOR DEFENSE” 

HE wholesale price paid last year by 

the nation for its perfumes, cosmetics 
and toilet preparations exceeded $117,175,- 
741.00. The total amount expended, if the 
retail price is considered, of course, was 
greater. The wholesale total for 1921 was 
$26,000,000.00 less than for 1923. In other 
words, the prosperity of the people as a 
whole has been sufficient to allow them to 
greatly increase their expenditure for items 
such as perfumes and cosmetics, which are 
not necessary. 

During the same period the development 
of our land defense laid down by the Na- 
tional Defense Act, our first military pol- 
icy, has been so held up by lack of funds 
as to cause the Secretary of War, in sev- 
eral of his annual reports, to call attention 
to the urgent necessity, at least, to main- 
tain the “plant” of national defense in a 
reasonable state of efficiency. This unless 
we wish to let it so run down for the sake 
of a relatively small saving now that we 
will have to spend many times that amount 
in the future if its efficiency is to be 
restored, 

In the same way the Secretary of the 
Navy has warned the country, through his 
annual report, of the present inefficient 
state of our naval defensez. The turn- 
over in the enlisted personnel of the Navy 
and the number of resignations from the 
officer personnel is well in excess of any 
similar period in the history of the Ser- 
vice. It is no secret that this state of 
affairs comes, primarily, from the fact that 
officers and men are discontented because 
of the inefficiencies which they have to 
try to overcome. It is just as open a secret 
that these inefficiencies are due to lack of 
adequate funds for proper maintenance. 

The evidence before the executive depart- 
ment of the Government, before Congress, 
and the information which has been given 
out broadcast by the daily press, can leave 
no doubt as to the inadequacies of the 





Army and Nayy Air Services. In the 
same way, there can be no disputing the 
fact that such industry as we 
have in the country is having a desperate

aviation 


struggle to continue its existence. 
a long way from being in a position to 
maintain even relatively small air forces, 
much less to produce the large ones which 


would be immediately necessary in case 
of war. 
Excessive expenditure upon the Army 


and the Navy in peace-time is not desired. 
Inadequate expenditure to the extent that 
inefficiency is produced is even more un- 


desirable. There are many indications, be- 
sides our cosmetic and perfume bill and 
that the 
country is rich enough to furnish adequate 
appropriations to insure that our Army 
and Navy and their air forces are both 
udequate and efficient for peace needs and 
in such shape as to immediately and ef- 
ficiently carry through their own expansion 
should war come.

BREAKING SERVICE MORALE 

N Army or Navy, to be efficient in time 

of peace as well as in war, must have 
a high state of morale. Morale is, pri- 
marily, based on contentment with exist- 
ing conditions and confidence not only in 
those under whom it is necessary to serve 
but, above all, in those for whom the service 
is being performed. There can be no doubt 
that at the present time the morale of our 
Army and Navy is being injured through 
causes for which it is difficult to find any 
adequate excuse. 

The period after every war is one of 
readjustment in every way, both from a per- 
senal and national point of view. This is 
particularly true of the military forces, 
where the changes are not made by those 
best acquainted with these forces but as 
the result of drastic limitations imposed by 
the civilian branches of the Government. 

The personnel of these civilian branches 
are confronted with the many large and 
difficult problems involving the nation as a 
whole. As a troubled with 
these immediate problems, they are inclined 
too often to feel that when war ended the 
need for grave attention to the military 
forces has disappeared. Also, the fact that 
the Army and Navy have no civilian, politi- 
cal and business connections, while every 
other Government interest has, inevitably 
leads to these others having their necessi- 
ties continuously and strongly presented 
to the legislative branches in a way that 
is not true of the military Services. How- 
ever, the Services understand and make 
liberal allowance for this state of affairs. 
This is not true, however, of a decision from 
an executive branch of the Government 
which results in injustice to numerous in- 
dividuals in the Service, and for which 
there seems no adequate necessity. Such 
a decision cannot fail to injure the morale 
oi the Army and the Navy. 

The latest example of this is a decision 
by the Comptroller General that officers 
of the Army on duty at permanent stations 
outside the limits of the United States in 
North America are not in travel status for 
per diem or actual expense purposes for 
time at a place to which sent for tem- 
porary duty. The officers affected by this 
are not at the places to which sent of their 
own volition, nor for their own purposes. 
They go because ordered. They go upon 
business of the Government of the United 
States. There is neither reason nor jus- 
tice in making them, as a consequence, 
suffer financially. Neither is there justice 
nor reason in attempting to escape the 
dilemma by putting the burden upon the 
officers of the Finance Department—the 
only alternative under this decision.

PROMOTION BY SELECTION 


To Tue Epitor: 
DOPTING the suggestion of Congress- 
man McKenzie, made in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourRNAL last week, that officers 
write letters to the paper and state their 
views on his promotion-by-selection bill, I 
have the following to say: 

There ought to be no objections from 
the reactionaries in the Army to a _ Dill 
(II. R. 10.784) which provides such a lim- 
ited selection for promotion and one that 
is safeguarded in such a way that it guar- 
antees that favoritism will not result. 
The Board of General Officers provided for 
in the first proviso in Section 4 of the 
National Defense Act ought to have the 
confidence of the Service. Moreover, under 
the bill not more than one lieutenant, col- 
onel, two majors, two captains and one 
first lieutenant can be selected out for pro- 
motion. There is nothing in this that will 
seriously disturb the sacred promotion list. 

At the same time, it must be admitted 
that this is a prize which would do much 
to speed up the Army as a whole. It 
would offer encouragement to officers who 
are not content with just keeping out of 
the Class “B.”’ It would do much to break 
up the sluggish condition that results from 
the slow flow of promotion. It is affecting 
the entire Army. There should be more 
in the Army than promotion by seniority. 

No big private concern would expect to 
obtain an efficient service from its em- 
ployees if the system of promotion by 
seniority, that prevails in the Army, were 
adopted. There is always the reward of 
rapid adyancement in successful business 
concerns, and the Government’s best in- 
terests would be served by at least as much 
promotion by selection as is provided for 
in this bill. 

Of course, the Army or any other Gov- 
ernment institution cannot go as far in 
rewarding extraordinary merit as private 
firms, but it at least ought to adopt a 
modified form of selection as provided for 
in this bill. The only trouble with it is 
that it does not go far enough. It should 
be broadened and enacted in the law.

ie your issue of November 29 you pub- 
lished a, letter signed Nathan C. Shiv- 

erick, which invited attention to the fact 

that Army horses and mules were not get- 

ting a square deal. 

As an old Cavalry soldier my blood is 
boiling at any such insinuation or state- 
ment. I know of too many heroic instances 
of self-sacrifice, on the part of both offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the old Cavalry, 
to protect their faithful horses from pain 
or discomfort, to be ready to believe any 
statement that the spirit of the Mounted 
Service has suffered itself to dishonor the 
fine traditions of the old Army which re- 
quired men to think first of their animals 
and afterwards of themselves. 

Vhy, a man who wouldn't filch an extra 
handful of grain for his mount couldn't 
be relied on to fight for his country, and 
now this Shiverick letter states horses on 
full duty are forced to subsist on a reduced 
ration to save the United States money. 
Either that reduced ration statement is 
true or isn’t. it is true, there is a 
blackguard somewhere and he ought to be 
hounded into the open; if it isn’t true, 
somebody is dreaming nightmares and ought 
to be shown up. 

Americans have always loved horses, and 
those animals which have served the pi- 


oneers in building up this country, both in 
peace and war, have always had as their 
friends the entire yoting public, and Mr. 
Shiverick don’t have to worry any about 
that; and-if the public animals are not get- 
ting a 


square deal the public ought to 


know it; but when the square-deal fact is 
established then my soft impeachment of 
the previous paragraph should be made 
effective. 

The same letter mentioned the sritish 
gave better care to their animals in the 
late war than did the Americans. Can 
that fact be proved? Odious comparisons 
which do not reflect credit on the Mounted 
Services of the United States Army should 
not be published unless they can be sub- 
stantiated, and it would be surprising 
let such a statement pass without conteg. 
ing its truth. The British are all right and 
there is no quarrel with them, but there 
is no need to foster any idea that they can 
teach our Cavalry anything about the care 
and handling of horses, 

For too many years our Cavalry blazed 
the ways of civilization across the Indian 
country under conditions which made man 
and horse too genuine friends to belieye 
that our men didn’t develop the highest 
regard for their mounts and didn’t learn 
the best ways of caring for horses and pre- 
serving their health and strength. 

Our Service is full of legends and tradi- 
tions of the gallantry that soldiers showed 
horses. Take the case of Colonel “Daisy” 
Day, long since retired. Colonel Day as a 
2d Lieutenant of Cavalry, fighting Apaches 
prejudiced the chances of his own life, and 
that of the wounded colored soldier he was 
carrying to safety, in order to put a 
wounded horse out of his misery. Such 
tales of the Mounted Services might well be 
retold if there is any tendency to forget 
the traditions on which the American Cay- 
alry based an honest pride. 

trust you will give whatever space is 
necessary to thrash out this matter of 
horses and their treatment, and that you 
will prove conclusively that our Service 
horses are the best treated of any in the 
world, and that our Mounted Services still 
honor the traditions of the old Army. and 
particularly those traditions which placed 
the horse and his care first, last and al- 
Ways the paramount consideration of the 
Cavalry soldier, officer or enlisted man.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT

Numerous inquiries having been received by the 
JOURNAL from many retired officers vitaly affected 
as to whether any steps have been taken to test 
the ruling made by the Comptroller General to 
the effect that college duty performed by a re- 
tired officer under assignment by the War De- 
partment to such as active duty is nevertheless 
not active duty for purposes of pay and promo- 
tion under the National Defense Act as amended, 
all officers concerned are informed that on April 
8, 1924, General Samuel T. Ansell filed a peti- 
tion in the Court of Claims in the Lauderdale case 
designed to reverse that ruling and have such 
military duty judicially declared to be active 
duty, as.the National Defense Act clearly indi- 
cates it to be and as the President in his order 
of assignment expressely denominated it. The 
proofs have been completed, the record made up, 
and the petitioner’s brief is in the hands of the 
printer and will be filed with the Court of Claims 
within the week. 

It is expected that the case will be argued and 
decided in February. In view of the present 
practice of the Comptroller General to require 
each officer affected by a favorable decision in 
the test case to go through the form of bringing 
his individual case before the Court in order to 
get the benefit of the test decision, it is advisable 
for each officer concerned to furnish his counsel 
with a statement of his service, together with a 
power of attorney, authorizing him to take the 
requisite action, Counsel in the Lauderdale case 
advises that he expects a favorable decision in 
the Court of Claims, but, in the event of an un- 
favorable decision, he will promptly prosecute an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
as the amount claimed in the test case is large 
enough to give the petitioner an appeal as a 
matter of right. 


DIGEST OF COMPTROLLER GENERAL’S 
DECISIONS 


1. On August 6, 1921, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral rendered a decision holding, in effect, that 
under the Act of July 12, 1921, upon re-enlist- 


ment a man is entitled to a gratuity of one 
month’s pay for each year of the re-inlistment 
providing the period of service in his last expir- 
ing enlistment equals or exceeds, the number of 
years in the re-enlistment. The Act of July 12, 
1921, changed the prior provision of law by 
limiting the amount of gratuity that may be paid, 
but it does not authorize gratuity in excess of 
one month’s pay for each year of the enlistment. 
Accordingly, Held: That the payment of four 
months’ gratuity based on a two years’ enlist- 
ment is not authorized under the law. Further 
held: That where a total service under a period 
enlistment was only three years, one month and 
23 days, the gratuity is limited to the actual 
years of service and, therefore, cannot exceed 
three months’ pay. (White’s and Slepa’s case, 
December 10, 1924.) 


3. Upon an application of an officer through 
the Secretary of the Navy for the review of a 
settlement wherein he was found indebted to the 
United States in the sum of $2,847.35, the 
amount held to have been improperly paid him 
for commutation of quarters heat and light on 
account of an alleged dependent mother for the 
period October 1, 1918, to July 28, 1921, and from 
August 1, 1921, to March 31, 1922, such payment 
having been made upon the certificate of the 
officer that he maintained an abode for his mother 
and actually and necessarily contributed more 
than one-half of the cost of a reasonable living 
for her, Held: In the instant case, while it ap- 
pears that the officer made contributions to his 
mother, who was residing with her husband upon 
whom rested the legal duty of supporting his 
wife, thereby enabling her to spend four times 
as much for her support as her husband and 
twice what was required for her daughter, who 
herself required twice as much as her father, 
it cannot be concluded that the contributions 
were necessarily required for her support, and 
the certificate of the officer upon which he was 
paid the sum now charged against him was not 
in accordance with the facts in the case. (Con- 
ver’s case, December 10, 1924.) 





SERVICE PUBLICATIONS 





REGARDS SUR LA FRANCE D’AFRIQUE, by 
General Mangin, published by Plon-Nouritt & Co., 
8 rue Garanciere, Paris, France; price 7f 50, with 
postage. 

Regards stir in France d’Afrique, by General 
Mangin, is a book of interest, both because of 
current events and past history. The British 
troubles in the Egyptian Soudan, the Spanish 
defeats in Morocco, with the consequent interest 
of France, Italy and Great Britain, and the prob- 
able reopening of all diplomatic questions con- 
eerning North Africa, make the history of the 
French Northern and Mid-African colonies of great 
interest at the present time. 

General Mangin, like General Gourand and a 
number of other French officers who distinguished 
themselves in the recent war, has had long colo- 
nial service. Not the least of his exploits was to 
serve as a subordinate under the then Colonel 
Marchand upon his famous expedition to Fashoda 
and the subsequent crossing of Abyssinia. The 
General’s description of the march to Fashoda, 
its defense from a Dervish attack, the arrival of 
Lord Kitchener, the subsequent discussions and 
of his own consequent trip to Abyssinia, from 
which he started back with a column of 10,000 
Abyssinians with two small rapid fire guns, are 
told of, in both an interesting and dramatic 
fashion. 

The chapter on each colony is begun with an 
historical sketch going back to the most remote 
time from which any evidence of its existence 
ean be obtained. The ground covered by these 
sketches, with the many references to documents 
and books in most European and African lan- 
guages, show General Mangin to have been a 
profound student for years of everything African, 
as well as a soldier faithfully serving his own 
Government in the Colonies. 

The chapters, in turn, deal with Algeria, Tunis, 
the Conquest and Organization of Morageo, Black 
Africa, Along the Equator and Madagascar. That 
on Algeria is divided into the Period of Antiquity, 
the Arab Conquest, the Turkish one and finally 
that of France. It is interesting to note that up 
to the French occupation a number of European 
nations were still paying tribute to the Barbary 
pirates, who failing, that were still capturing 
ships and selling their crews into slavery. While 
giving quite a description of the ravages of these 
pirates the General has, apparently, overlooked 
the fact that the then insignificant United States 
refused to pay tribute and was the only power 
which prior to the French occupation had suc- 
ceeded in administering a salutary lesson through 
force of arms. 

Aside from its historical and geographical in- 
terest, the book has considerable military value. 
Throughout are descriptions of unsuccessful and 
successful methods employed in that most difficult 
of all warfare, the conquest of a savage or semi- 
savage country by relatively small forces of white 
troops assisted by native auxiliaries. 

The book gives an excellent idea to any Ameri- 
ean of the extent of the colonial efforts of France, 
Few Americans realize that the French colonies 
are second in extent of territory, in resources 
and in population only to those of Grent Britain. 


THE NAVAL HISTORY OF’ THE WORLD 
WAR, OFFENSIVE OPERATIONS 1914-1915, by 
Thomas G. Frothingham, Captain, U.S.R.; The 
Harvard University Press. 

This book is the first volume of a naval history 
of the World War. It was written from data 
provided by the historical section of the U.S.N. 
chief of that 


Capt. Dudley W. Knox, U.S.N., 
section, collaborated with the author. Thorough- 





out it hears evidence of careful research from 
both British and German sources. 

There can be no doubt that from a purely 
naval point of view the deductions drawn are 
entirely correct. However, when combined opera- 
tions are discussed there is the tendency observ- 
able throughout history when such operations are 
planned or criticised after execution to criticise 
the use of the land forces, but from the point of 
view of their real mission—the destruction of the 
enemy army—but from the point of view of how 
they might have best assisted the naval forces. 
Lord Fisher’s desire to make an attack through 
the Baltic, happily never attempted, belongs with 
the same erroneous viewpoints which critized the 
Germans for not turning aside from their forward 
march, in order to seize the channel ports and 
which conceived and attempted to execute the 
ill-fated Dardanelles expedition. 

The objective of the German Army should not 
have been the channel ports. It was not 
Paris. It was, on the Western Front, the British 
and Frecnh armies. Had these armies been de- 
cisively defeated in the First Marne, the channel 
ports, Paris and everything else the Germans 
might have wished would have have been theirs. 
The more German troops present the greater the 
chance for victory. Had Von Kluck been busy 
seizing the channel ports, instead of holding the 
line at the Qureq, as he did, the German right 
flank would have been turned and the German 
Army decisively defeated for good and all. 

The troops wasted on the Mesopotamian, Holy 
Land, Dardanelles and Saloniki expeditions, where 
they could have nothing but vague tactical or 
geographical objectives, had they been concen- 
trated on the Western “ront with the German 
Army as their objective and with the same power 
to drive, and drive continuously, which Foch used 
in 1918, would have driven the Germans out of 
France in 1915. The Russian military power was 
at its maximum at this time and the mass of 
the best German troops engaged with them. 

The book brings out clearly the evils which the 
Allies suffered as the result of constant interfer- 
ence in military and naval plans by Government 
officials who held offices of great power in war 
time, in spite of their entire lack of military 
training or experience. 

The failure of the General Staff of the German 
Army to understand the uses to which the Ger- 
man fleet might have been put, is clearly brought 
out by the authors, This failure is one more 
demonstration of the necessity for the closest co- 
operation and association in time of peace of the 
higher ranking officers and staff officers of the 
Army and Navy. Their deep interest in the 
naval aspect of the problems presented has ap- 
parently made them overlook the failure of many 
Allied Naval officers to understand that no matter 
how essential the Navy may be to put the 
Army within reach of the enemy, after all the 
final and decisive blow must be given by the 
Army. Therefore, the Army must be so placed 
as to prosecute its mission—the destruction of the 
enemy’s armed forces. Distributing the Allied 
forces through Russia, Central Asia, Turkey, The 
Balkans, Italy, Northern France, and if Lord 
Fisher had had his way, also in the Baltic, cer- 
tainly could not facilitate the destruction of the 
German and Austro-Hungarian armies. These 
armies occupied an interior position, as a _ con- 
sequence of which they could move the bulk of 
their forces to any front they saw fit much more 
expeditiously than could the Allies, despite the 
most efficient and galant help from the Allied 
Navies.

104TH FIELD ARTILLERY 
N. Y. N. G. ARMS APPROVED 


PPROVAL has just been given by the 

Secretary of War for the coat of arms 
for the 104th Field Artillery, New York 
National Guard. 

Battery K of this regiment was organ- 
ized April 3, 1867, while the first regi- 
ment, Field Artillery, National Guard of 
the State of New York, was organized May 
28, 1912, and went to the Mexicon border 
in 1916. ; 

On July 9, 1917, the regiment was again 
mustered into Federal Service, was re- 
organized as the 104th Field Artillery of 
the 52d Field Artillery Brigade of the 
27th Division, and arrived at Brest, France, 
July 13, 1918. While overseas this or- 
ganization participated in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensive and the Verdun-Fromere- 
ville sector (Lorraine). 

The Mexican border service is repre- 
sented by the lone star of Texas, the 
Meuse-Argonne by the oak tree and the 
Verdun service by the cross of Lorraine. 
Following is the description of the shield, 
crest and motto, the latter of which has 
been used by the regiment since its in- 
ception : 

Shield—Azure in sinister chief a mul- 
let or, on a bend gules fimbriated of the 
second (or) to chief an oak tree eradicated 
and to base a patriarchal cross bottony 
both palewise of the last (or) and over all 
an old-fashioned field-piece on a wheeled 
mount with rammer in bend sinister of the 
like (or).

COAST GUARD WARNS OF 
NAT. GUARD ENLISTMENT 


OAST GUARD Headquarters has been 

caused a great deal of trouble recently 
because of the enlistment of members of 
the National Guard. It is important that 
enlisting officers question applicants for 
enlistment, not only as to previous service 
in the Coast Guard, Army, Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps but also as to whether or not 
they are members of the Naval Reserve 
Force or the National Guard. 


Arrangement was made with the Navy 
Department regarding the enlistment of 
members of the Naval Reserve Force in 
the Coast Guard whereby they may be 
enlisted without authority from the Navy 
Department, the only requirement being 
that Headquarters notify the Navy De 
partment immediately as to such enlist- 
ments. However, no arrangement exists 
between the War Department and _ the 
Coast Guard and it is imperative that no 
applicant be enlisted in the Coast Guard 
who is a member of the National Guard 
until he produces positive proof of his 
discharge from that organization.

TWO LANGUAGE OFFICERS 
EXCHANGED WITH JAPAN 


s an indication of the friendly feeling 

existing between the Japanese War Of- 
fice and the American War Department, 
an exchange of two language officers for 
attachment to regiments for six months 
will be made between the Japanese and 
American armies. This proposal for the 
first exchange of officers with the Island 





Empire was submitted only recently 
through Colonel Morita, Military Attaché 
at the Japanese Embassy, and it was 


promptly accepted by the American Gov- 
ernment.

EYPEN.—Rear Adm. William Knicker- 

bocker Van Reypen, U.S.N., retired. 
former Surgeon General of the Army, died 
at the Naval Hospital recently.

During the war 
with Spain he designed and fitted out the 
ambulance ship Solace, said to be the 
first ship of its kind ever used in naval 
warfare, 

In addition he was a delegate to the Red 
Cross conference in St. Petersburg in 1902. 
He was retired from the Navy January 25, 
1902, with the rank of senior rear admiral, 
after he had served more than 40 years. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Elea- 
nor C. Van Reypen; a daughter, Baroness 
Korff, and two grandchildren. 


ARINI.—Lt. Giochino Varini, U.S. N., 
who died December 10, as the result of 
a seaplane accident, was a member of the 
Navy from November 10, 1904, when he 
first enlisted, up to the time of his death. 
Born in Venice. Italy, June 6, 1883, he 
enlisted in the Navy November 10, 1904, 
and re-enlisted continuously from that date 
as his various terms of service expired.

Generalities usually are not of much value, but 
if there is one that is worth remembering, it is 
this: ‘‘Invest in properties, not schemes.’”’ The 
investor who keeps that thought in mind is not 
going to wake up one fine morning and find his 
safety deposit box filled with beautifully engraved 
but worthless stock certificates. 


Sound investments lie in many fields and those 
who seek safety first have a broad choice. One 
medium that is as close to mother earth that it 
is possible to get is real estate mortgage bonds. 
The present-<day practice of issuing mortgage 
bonds against improved city real estate is the 
outgrowth of a very old principle operating be- 
tween borrower and lender. Since very early 
times it has been customary for owners of realty 
to pledge their property as security when borrow- 
ing money. 


This method differs from securing a loan through 
the pledge of personal property in that persona) 
property may be concealed or moved away. A 
loan secured by a promisory note, while no doubt 
good when made, is subject to the borrower's 
financial condition when the time comes for re- 
payment. ‘In the case of a real estate mortgage, 
there is always the land as security behind the 
loan no matter what change may come apout in 
the personal credit standing of the borrower. 


Furthermore, in a country such as the United 
States where healthy growth of the cities is 
likely to continue for many years, the value of 
the real estate pledged as security is very apt to 
be much greater at the time the loan matures, 
than it was at the time the loan was made. As 
a result of these many factors favoring safety, 
real estate mortgage bonds have come to occupy 
a very prominent position in the investment field. 
Not only do first mortgage real estate bonds carry 
an appeal to the individual investor, but to banks, 
insurance companies and other institutions with 
large sums to lend, 

Mortgage bonds are simply integral parts of a 
blanket first mortgage, and the bondholder has 
the same rights as if he held the entire mortgage. 
However, in buying mortgage bonds from a reli- 
able investment banker or firm specializing in 
such issue, he has the benefit of the experience 
and capacity of experts in the matter of appraisa) 
of the real estate securing the loan and of ail 
the legal technicalities accompanying its execu- 
tion. He also enjoys the benefit of that organiza- 
tion when it comes to collecting the interest and 
principal, and very often he has what amounts 
to a virtual guarantee, that, even if for some 
unforesen reason interest or principal could not 
be paid, the investment firm selling the bond will 
itself make good. There are a number of in- 
stances where underwriters, in order to maintain 
their reputation for never having obliged their 
clients to suffer a loss, have made good the de- 
fault, and have thus earned a reputation for in- 
tegrity and stability that is very valuable to both 
themselves and their clients. 

Any field of endeavor that carries success is 
quite certain to attract the unscrupulous, and 
the real estate mortgage bond business has been 
no exception. In buying mortgage bonds, as in 
making any other investment, to quote another 
maxim, it is prudent to ‘‘investigate before in- 
vesting.” Reliable houses usually issue bonds 
up to between 65 and 75 per cent. of the valua- 
tion of the property as found by expert appraisers. 
Such firms, also, go to great length in examining 
all records covering title and to see that all taxes 
and other liens have been paid or are provided for, 
and secure insurance protection. They also study 
very thoroughly the probable future of the pro- 
posed improvement from the standpoint of the 
trend of property values and what eventualities 
in that direction may develop later on. 

There is just one claim that may come ahead 
of the holder of a first mortgage, and that is the 
right of the state to levy taxes to provide funds 
for running the government and to pay for com-
